I. by Computation of the Serge-makers, they Work 'up Two Hundred Bags of 
Wool in the City and Subburbs Weekly, and in Crediton, Aſbburton, Tottneſs, Newton 
and other Places. Adjacent, they convert the Value of Two Hundred Packs more 
into Serges, which Four Hundred Packs Coſt the Carriage, being near Forty Miles, 
Five Shillings the Pack, which is One Hundred Pound per Week, and is Per annum 
Five Thouſand Pounds. | 

2, Wool is a Commodity known to draw Water Inſenſibly, on Ship-Board, be - 
the Veſſel never ſo tight, and therefore it is the cuſtom in Exox, to take the Packs 
at the weight they weigh'd at the Weigh-houſe in Irelard, without breaking the Packs, 
but now they muſt carry it Forty Miles, the Packs are broaken, and they cannot take 
them by Invoyces, and many hundred Makers, not being able to Buy a Months 
Wool and pay for it before hand, are neceflitated to have it in Exox, and either to 
pay for all the Water it gained on Ship-board, and all the Dirt and Rain it gathered
